tion of Stocasel was difficult. He had not 
only to fight tho Japaneso squadron, but 
also tho staff of Goneral Vietgeff, and the 
most erimi a] intriguos followed. Genoral 
Smirnoff was Stoegsel’s avowed cnemy, but 
he could effect nothing, as the whole gar- 
risou was inflamed against him. ‘ 
It ix true that Stossel received orders 
from Gonorwl Karopatkin to proceed’ to 
the north of Matichuria, but on explaining 
the condition of affiits in the “garrison tho 
ardor was reversed nd he continued ot 
Port Arthur. Stoossel was an accompliah- 
ed hand in the art of diplomatic bluff, and 
the support of Kuropatkin mnintained 
him in power, . 
Amongst tho Generals to whom’ Stavssol 
gave most attention was Kondratienkof. 
In Suptember this Goneral proposed to 
Stoessel the making of an honourable peace 
vith the Japaneae, and that was the firat 
impression that Port Arthur could fall that 
‘penetrated Stoessel’s brain. But the 
amount of honours which were heaped like 
rnin on tho Commander of Port Arthur 
turned his hond, and the impression, if 
slight, was scon forgotten. ~ His coun- 
sellors, numbering Colonel Savoteky, 
Brek, ote. - pointed out tho lessons of 
Sevastopol in 1804, snd improssed the 
General with the idea that thojr capitula- 
tion after a eight months’ siege was 
honourable, and that the defenders would 
rank as heroes in the estimation of'all on- 
lookers. General Kondratienkoff, strong, 
farseoing character, pointed out the possibi- 
lities of the ‘' fall,” and Stoessel, who was a 
man casily borne down by a strong will, was 
obliged to seo the gradual advanco of the 
Japanese, and recognise the downfall 
which was ‘approaching. Stocssol was 
stubborn and brave, but on the 2nd of 
January, 1905, he called a military council 
to discuss the. proposed capitulation. He 
firmly believed himsolf that he was doing 
thecorrect thing. His hospitals wero full of 
wounded, tho Japanese were within a milo 
of tho last ring of forts, aud famine 
stalked grim and unrelenting within the 
fortress. Theso glaring factors of altimate 
disaster broke the General's heart, 
and capitulation became un ubsession to 
savo the wreck, Bis officers opposed him, 
Give into the Japanese? No, never! But 


Stoessel, if anything waa practical, and | 


stubbornly pointed, out the ,necessity:.of 
surrendering rtress and so closing 
what might be held to bea glorious event 
fn history. Thus he surrendered! ' 

Looking through tho events of Stoessel’s 
career it cannot help being remarked that 
his position ‘in lifo was due in a great 
measure to the support. .of_Kuropatkin 
and Aloxieff, aud the fault—if any can bo 
laid to the account of Stoessel—was really 
at bottom with the Administration. His 
bravery must be acknowledged with respect, 
and the refusal of reprieve ought to inspire 
in our breasts pity, for he firmly belioved 
that-the capitulation of Port Arther was 
necessary... Whether he was capable “of 
upholding the groat: trust imposed in bim is 
another matter. We havo to regard closely 
the system of Russian Administration. 
That is, and has been, the real aource of 
all ‘Russia's trouble, Tho Jife of: Stoesxul 
—pr the end of it—will be x cover for the 
mal-admitiistantion of tho Government and 
serve a3 a peace-offering. to“the righteous 
indignation of the classes, Russia certainly 
needs o reformutidn, and it should com- 
mence with the mode of Government, and 
then such events as tho surrender of Port 
Arthur would not be repeated und peace 
would be assured for all people withip the 
empire of the,Czar,
